In order to get a clear understand- 
ing of the launching of industria) 
enterprise we must understand the 
evolution of modern “capital” and the 
source and methods by which capital 
was raised to build and operate mod- 
ern industry. — 

Even in 1700 there were ‘“capital- 
ists” in England with surplus funds 
to invest, and there was a growing 
world trade which was creating an 
insistent demand for manufactured 
goods. Note the manner in which 
the “capitalists” of the woolen 
merchant-trade built up the early 
textile business from the fourteenth 
to the seventeenth centuries. Study 
how government was financed by the 
owners of landed property who 
rented the land. Note the early de- 
pendence of government on those 
who had money to lend: Hangers, 
bankers and brokers; the use of 
surplus wealth (capital) as a basis 
of “profitable use the capital 
accruing to these persons for 
manipulations as dealers. Let us see 
the nineteenth century 
as the successors of the merchant- 
manufacturers of the eighteenth cen- 
tury.

At the request of 
County Central Labor 
San Francisco Bay Newspaper Guild, 
affiliated with the American News- 
peper Guild, presents the following 
statement: 

The American Newspaper Guild, 
first group of ‘‘white collar’ work- 
ers to organize for collective bar- 
gaining under the NRA, is now en- 
gaged in a life and death struggle 
in Alameda county. 

Its right to organize newspaper 
editorial employes has been brazenly 
challenged by Joseph R. Knowland, 
publisher of the Oakland Tribune. 
Shortly after the Tribune chapter 
of the guild was formed, and be- 
fore its members had made any at- 
tempt to treat with him, Knowland 
fired the chairman and _ secretary- 
treasurer of the chapter and one 
other member who was the only 
department head on the paper who 
had the courage to join the guild. |

Electric Equipment Orders 
Gained 26 Per Cent In 1934 


Reflecting sustained improvement 
in electrical equipment, new orders 
booked by 78 manufacturers in 1934 
are estimated to have approximated 
$410,000,000, as against $325,066,000 
in 1933. 


This gain of about 26 per cent 
was largely the result of increased 
demand for lighter lines and home 
appliances. Sales of capital goods 
showed only modest improvement 
during 1934, according to the Stand- 
ard Statistics company, although 
such special projects as the TVA, 
Boulder dam, and the further elec- 
trification of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road accounted for some expansion 
of activities in those fields. Pros- 
pects for the industry in the cur- 
rent year are encouraging.
